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Pursuant to authority delegated by the Commissioner of Patents under 35 U.S.C. 
121 restriction is hereby required between the independent and distinct inventions 
recited in the present application and identified as follows 

I. Claims 9, 19-31 directed to composition classified in classified is class 252 

II. Claims 32-35, 48-52 directed to optical device and method of producing same 
classified in class 430 

III. Claims 36-47 directed to polymers classified in class 526 

IV. Claim 53 directed to adhesive classified in class 520 

V. Claims 54-55 directed to ink classified in class 106 

VI. Claim 56 directed to film classified in class 264 

VII. Claim 57 directed to a coaling classified in class 106 

VIII. Claims 58-61 directed to fiber classified in class 427. 

The above inventions are regarded as distinct because they are separate entities 
and are considered to be patentably distinct in view of each other. 

It is to be noted that Congress has provided the Commissioner with discretion in 
35 U.S.C. 121 to restrict the application to one of two or more independent and distinct 
inventions 35 U.S.C. 121 does not purport to distinguish between two or more distinct 
inventions recited in one claim vis-a-vis two or more distinct inventions recited in more 
than one claim. Accordingly applicants are required to limit the application to one of the 
above distinct inventions.
